ELECTRIC RAILWAYS IN JAPAN. 


Japan, as announced in the United States 
daily Cousular reports, ia already turning: to 
slectric tramways 64a Morne of transportation. 
Mr. Sharp, American Consul af Kobe, tolls tho 
story of a now road just opened in compotition 
with a State railrond batweon Kobe ond Osaka, 
He saya that the oponing of the Hanshin 
Electric Railway between Koba aud. Osaka 
marked o great advance ia electric traction in 
Japan, it boing: tho first line constructed to 
connect two urge cities, Tho railway is 
oporated by tho elccirig overhead trolly system, 
with 1,600 kilowatts steam power, and ‘covers 
a little more than 19 miles. Thére ore in 
use at present 18 ears, which wera rnile by 
the Nippon Sharyo Seizo Kaigha, of Nagoya, 
Japan, froma sample car imported from ihe 
United States.. ‘Lhe cars are well ‘mle and 
lave a seating capnity of about 50. ‘The rails 
(T grade) were imported from Pittsburg, Pa., 
and tha electric motora were imparted from 
Schenectady, N.Y. The line is divided into 
four sections, the fare on each sectidu being 
Ajd., these being sub-divided into: jd, journeys. 
AUL told thore are 30 sathorized stopping places 
between the termini, stops being mado ‘only 
when passengers with to get on or off the: cars, 
Thera has been much speculation as to whether 
the new compotiug service will not greatly affect
